1. KRXISBXRG and AJTDKJtSON met with interpreter CH'IEN 
and scribe YKH at American Embassy February 21, thus 
extending principle of meeting in alternate embassies 
to Informal as well as formal meetings. Meeting was 
conducted primarily in English. 

2. Kreisberg began by passing Ch*ien copy of President's 
foreign policy statement and letter concerning Chinese 
fisherman (ref A). Ch'iea examined letter and said he 
would pass both letter and President's report to his 
Charge. Be noted he had already p*am*<l to Charge our

4. Discussion then moved to question of motlvatloa for 
resumption of talks, with Krelsberg noting that there had been 
a good bit of press speculation In both West aad Soviet Union 
and Eastern Europe to effect that both PRC and US interest 

a in meetings primarily motivated by JELX utility in 
relations with Uoecov. Ireisberg aaid that this n not the 
case with US and he hoped that same was true for Chinese. 
Ch'ien responded that Chinese position "wis clear", that thle 
alaply a resumption of talks begun long aa*o and was at reouest 
of US. Both sides finally agreed that resumption of talks 
aad I mp rovement of mlatioma la Interests of both sides.
